President Detesco wrote: ‘‘The modern physician should develop three 
qualities: He should be a cultured man, he should be capable of com¬ 
passionate and perceptive responses, and above all he should be a scientist." 

Editor Morris Rosenbaum wrote: “The advance in the treatment of 
heart disease has been phenomenal. What will it be 300 years from now?”

Heart Disease.”
